MOCK PARLIAMENT 



As the time for the opening of the 
final session of the Mock Parliament 
draws near, Interest Is routed to a 
fever heat and the electorate, diis- 
hearlened by the effortj, of the late 
i:beral-labour coalition acting in the 
position hut not the capacity of gov- 
ernment, look* forward with keen nn- 
tacii^rt-ion to the r-alutajry nffnsuros 
which will be brought down by the 
Reform Party headed by the new 
Prime Minister, the Hon. II. O'Hagan. 
The bill to be introduced will be one 
r.a.tion wide in its scope ajid far ranch- 
ing in its effect; it is designed to 
lighten the load of the Canadian 
c t «en and t 0 develope the resources 
and manufactures of this country; 
it will have a ]a*tYig effect on the 
country and the present government 
wiill stand or fall, not on a paltry 
question of Russian recommit 'on, but 
011 a nueifion 0 f national policy which 
will make for the prosperity of the 
Dominion and the unity of the Em- 
pire. The b'.ll will be piloted by the 
keenest brains of the cabinet and de- 
.srirves the careful -study by .every 
i-ant-thinklng elector.

To recognized 
members of tho senior teams In these 
three, branches of athletics, this uni- 
versity grants firs* grade block "M"s. 
and to tho spares second grade iblock 
letters. For all other activities plain 
"M"s are granted only. Thus a do 
flnlle demarcation is maintained be- 
tween major and minor athletics 
There hasjicen dlscuesion upon the 
advisability of including basketball 
among the majors, as particularly in 
the States (his game has attained 
considerable importance, but. It' has 
been felt that up to this time its im 
portance here has not warranted ma 
jor status. 



TRACK 



It McGlll has trailed Toronto in 
both hockey and rugby accomplish- 
ments, certainly her supremacy on 
Ihe track never has been questioned. 
In thia field of athletics tho issue has 
alwaj* been fought out between- Var- 
sity and pio'McGili, as Queens never 
haa excelled in track tvork, and 
though the Trl-colour has placed 
men, s championship has not reward- 
ed thou- efforts. Returned fourteen 
times as Intercollegiate Track Cham- 
pions McOIll hag a commanding lead 
over Toronto with her six victories. 

Apparently track achievement runs 
continuously over a period or aorae 
years, in the first eight years that 
tliis contest was held, McGlll won 
seven time*. Jn the following six 
year*, Toronto won five times. Since 
the war, McGlll has had -un. unbroken 
string of five championships. In 1913 
Toronto won the meet, but was dis- 
qualified; and unoti McGill's refusal 
to accept the championship, no award 
wae made for that year. 
, When the list of records established 
In the various events is road over, a 
curious fact becomes apparent. 
Though MoGlll ban won champion- 
ship*, Toronto has established re. 
cords. The year 1ÎI0» was the third 
successive year In which Varsity woit 
the championship, and In that, year 
the Blue, and While runners and field 
men set up a series of records. Sev- 
eral more were established In 1912 
and 1913, hut tho years Avore not fcs 
outstanding us 1909 had been. In 
1022 MeGHI men *et new mark*, hut 
were noL able to equal Toronto's to- 
tal. The outstanding feature of Ihe 
track team work has been that while 
Varsity produced some ttlor men, Mc- 
Glll has turne<i out with .splendid re- 
gularity a well-balanced, well-ti allied 
aquad, which has won championships 
liy dependable and «wund effort. 
Track competition began just: one 
year after Intercollegiate Tiiffhy be- 
came *. fact, ajid three yesra before 
the advent of hockey. The cham-

Club pa d a very interesting 
visit lo the Gas Works of the Mont- 
real Bight Heat and Tower al Ville 
rhuard. Dr. A. It. M . Mod. can 
neconipan'ed the parly. Mr. O.'iler 
was unable lo lie there so Mr. Amos 
the general foreman showed the party 
around . 

The civil conies hi by boat during 
tho Slimmer and is transported by 
cars which are pulled along a narrow 
gunge railway by continuous cable to 
which the ears are clamped. This 
raiilway system runs nil through the 
plant . 

The retorts are of the modern ver- 
tical continuous type built In units of 
eight . Bach unit, consists i# a long 
top down which the coal passes. The 
rate of How of coal down is regulated 
by a slowly rotating propeller at the 
bottom of tho retorl. The retort Is 
heated by burning producer gas in a 
system of flues around the retort. 
The producer Is located hcaido Hie re- 
tort so that the sensible heat as well 
as the heat, of combustion Is used to 
the best advantage. The secondary 
air lo burn the producer gas Is pre- 
heated by circulating it in flues 
around the hot coke at the bottom 
of the retort. The reort is fed from 
a hopper every P.i hours. The coke 
is dumped, after being quenched, every 
2 hours into cars, directly from the 
bottom of the retort . 

The gas, the pressure of which Is 
maintained is the retort. Is atmoa- 
pherie so that the air does not enter 
r.or does gas escape, Is collected in a 
dry main in which the tar separates 
out . From the nia.in the gas passes 
to primary eondseners. cooled by 
water, where more tar 'Is condensed. 
V'lora the primary condensers it goes 
to the first gas pump which main- 
tains a vacuum necessary to keep the 
pressure atmosphere in the retorts- 
The vacuum at the pump Is 3 ins. of 
water. Prom the pump the gas goes 
to tho secondary condensers where it 
is cooled to 95 degrees P. The am- 
monia is now removed by passing the

monia water is pumped to a recovery 
plant where it is converted into Am- 
monium Sulphate. The tar is shipped 
to chemical plants where the tar pro- 
ducts are recovered. 

The gas Is finally passed through 
a mixture of bog iron ore, shavings 
and lime which frees it'from sulphur 
products so that no objectionable 
odour is noticed when the gas is 
burnt. It then passes thrugh a 
meter to a gasometer where the ex- 
cess gas s stored till the peak load 
comes on .
